1. Paragraph 2 b (3) of proposed NIA directive (IAB No. 1) captioned, 
"Coordination of Intelligence Production", now under consideration by the Intel- 
ligence Advisory board, reads as follows: 

" Interagency dissemination of current intelligence snail be 
based on interagency agreement including NIA Directive No. 1 
and the principle of informing all who need to know." 

2. Inclosed for your information is a copy of Requirements Study No. 

15, subject: Third Agency Dissemination by GIG, which contains a discussion of 
the proposed IAB No. 1 insofar as the interagency dissemination is concerned. 
Particular attention is invited to this study’s conclusion that while CIG may 
disseminate its own intelligence, either current or national, to member IAB 
agencies, it is not at present authorized to disseminate current or staff 
intelligence received from another agency to a third agency. 

3. It is recommended that when conferences are held to effect the 
interagency agreement mentioned in paragraph 1, above, specific provision be 
made to authorize CIG to disseminate current intelligence to IAB agencies. 
Specific authorization should also be provided for CIG to disseminate current 
intelligence to other Governmental agencies when these agencies have a need for 
such intelligence in the exercise of functions related to the national security.
